In order io compare Ihe changes of 
level, we must find certain fixed or 
standard points, viz.. the freezing 
and boiling points of pure water, 
which, by Fahrenheit's scale, we find 
lo be :!'.' for the former, and Hi for 
Ihe latter. 

These are easily found by marking 
ihe height the mercury rises when the 
thermometer is plunged into melting 
ice and into the steam escaping from 
boiling water. Mark these points ae 
cording to tin 1 above-mentioned plan, 

and divide the spaces between them 

into a hundred and eighty equal parts, 
or degrees. Thirty- two degrees be- 
low freezing point mark zero ; twenty- 
eightjabove, temperate heat ; and sixty- 
six above, blood heat. 

The thermometer is now finished, 
and, if accurately made, will register 

the degrees of heat lo the maker's 
satisfaction, and give him pleasure to 

knew that he has made a useful and 
instruct ive experiment.

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How to Make n Thermometer. 



Every intelligent boy or girl can. 
with a little ingenuity, make a 

thermometer that will d^ well enough 

for ordinary purposes, by paying at- 
tention to ihe following instructions: 

First, go to some store when 
obtain a glass tube, with a line 
capillary bore and a bulb at one end. 

His the tube carefully, so as to ex 

elude all moisture, and fill the bulb 

with pure mercury. Heat Ihe 
mercury, which will cause it to expand 
and lill the tube, thereby driving out 
all the air, and close I he open end 
sonic material thai will make it per- 
is air-light. 
Now cool it cool and the mercury, 
then contracting, leaves a vacuum in 
Ihe upper pari of the lube. The 
Instrument will now indicate tho 
changes in temperature, for when 
cool the meroury will fall, and when 
hoi il w ill rise. (,'el a piece of wood 
(walnut or while holly is (he ! 
about one and a half inches wide and 
a quarter of an inch thick, its length 
will be determined by the length of 

Ihe tube. Cm a circular hole near the 
lowest part of the frame, in which to 
, lace Ihe bulb, and fasten the tube to

supposed visitation of dumbness on 
the boy Jimmv Coleman for lying. 
Jimmy, though formerly a member of 
ihe church, is admitted on all sides to 
be a bad boy. He was addicted not 
only to lying, bul to stealing also, and 
was once the recipient of twenty 
lashes, •• well laid on." for a theft ol' 
sundry valuables from a doctor. This 
bad record rather enhances the 
justice of tho "visitation" in the 
minds of the negroes, a great majority 
of whom are piously of the opinion 
that Jimmy was afflioted by the Al- 
mighty for having used His name in 
\aiu when trying to substantiate a lie. 

DB01 i iiKH. 

The story of the ' visitation." as in- 
itial lo day, is as follows : 
About three weeks ago. Coleman went 
to his mother and asked her f jr his 
best clothes, Idling her lhat he had 
an arrangement by which he would 
earn some money. She declined to 
give him the clothes, and intimated 

her belief that her son was deceiving 
her. He declared lhat he was 
not. and hoped that God would 
paralyze his tongue if he was not 
telling the truth. Jimmy pot 
lothes and went oil". His 
mother heard nothing from him for 
several days. Then she received 
many telegrams from Chariot I, 
saying that ha was very ill and beg 
ging her lo oome to him. Such was 
the urgency of these telegrams that 
she went to Chariot tesville and found 
him suffering as alleged from speech- 
lessness. She brought, him to 
mond and on last Sunday carried him 
to church with her. On Monday, he 
was brought before tilt; vestry of the 
church and put upon trial. lie could 
or would say nothing, hut he 

out some answers to questions put to 
him. His defence, if any he advanced, 

was not of avail. lie was expelled 

from the membership of the church, 
and was immediately thereafter at- 
tacked with tils, four men being re- 
quired to hold him. This is supposed 
to have been an attack of epilesy . but 
the very loot of it occurring immediate 
ly alter Jimmy's expulsion from the 
church confirms the belief among the 
more ignorant and superstitious of 
the negroes lha: he was "struck 
dumb for lying.''

Jimmy's mother, in the hope 
of havinghim relieved of the curse put 
upon him for his misdeeds, brought 
him to a doctor. The medical gem 
man. after a careful examination, at 

tirsi determined to try the etl'< 
of chloroform, which was administer- 
ed wilh the consent of both Jimmv 
and his mother. lie soon sueennibed 

to the influence of the powerful drug, 
but all attempts, by slicking him with 
pins and other artiliees, to make him 
speak while under its inllulence, failed. 
A second medical expert, was then 
called on, and after consultation the 
expedient of the electric current was 
resolved upon. Jimmv was placed in 

ion, the handles at the ex- 
tremities of the battery wires being 
places in his hands. At first the 
crank was turned slowly and Jimmy 
slood the test manfully, without , 
hibiting any signs of weakening. The 
current was then increased, and soon 
Jimmy began to twist and squirm in 
the most approved fashion of a man 
undergoing a painful operation. This 
much accomplished, the crank of the 
battery was vigorously worked and a 
inwerfitl current was forced through 

mmy's frame, lie held the hand 
with amenable grip. His face assumed 
an agonizing expression, and at last his 
mouth opened and in feeble tones he 
said. "Ship, Doctor, stop 1" Having 
gained this much of a triumph, the 
Doctor continued the test with 
newel force, and at last Jimmv spoke 
out in the most intelligible manner. 
•• For Cod's sake. Doctor, stop shoot- 
ing them handles !" This was suffi- 
cient to satisfy ih that Jim- 
my had good use of his tongue, and 
that the superstitions theory of being 
si riken dumb for lying was' exploded. 
The crank of the battery ceased its 

revolutions and Jimmv was relftS 
from tho ordeal of its powerful 
influence. He remained quite and 
refused to speak fer some time, until 

il was again proposed to apply the 
battery, when he exclaimed, ' "No, 
Doctor I no more ! No more ! I'm 
cured." The boy was taken home

In the August number of the Mu 

mum, we related some of the I ricks of 
Robert, Iloudin, the Great French 
magician, who was sent by the Go- 
verument of France to Algeria, to per- 
form before the wild Arabs, in order 
to impress them with a belief in the 
supernatural powers of the French.
